"DLESSED is the man that walketh not in the 

counsel of the ungodly, nor standeth in the 

way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the 

scornful. 

But his delight is in the law of the Lord ; and in 
his law doth he meditate day and night. 

And he shall be like a tree planted by the rivers 
of water, that bringeth forth his fruit in his season ; 
his leaf also shall not wither; and whatsoever he 
doeth shall prosper. 

The ungodly are not so: but are like the chaff 
which the wind driveth away. 

Therefore the ungodly shall not stand in the

judgment, nor sinners in the congregation of the 
righteous. 

For the Lord knoweth the way of the righteous : 
but the way of the ungodly shall perish. 

Psalm III. 

T ORD, how are they increased that trouble me ! 
many are they that rise up against me. 

Many there be which say of my soul, There is no 
help for him in God. 

But thou, O Lord, art a shield for me; my glory, 
and the lifter up of mine head. 

I cried unto the Lord with my voice, and he heard 
me out of his holy hill. 

I laid me down and slept; I awaked; for the 
Lord sustained me. 

Salvation belongeth unto the Lord : thy blessing 
is upon thy people. 

Psalm IV. 

TT EAR me when I call, O God of my righteous- 

ness : thou hast enlarged me when I was in 

distress ; have mercy upon me, and hear my prayer. 

Know that the Lord hath set apart him that is 
godly for himself: the Lord will hear when I call 
unto him. 

Stand in awe, and sin not : commune with your 
own heart upon your bed, and be still. 
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FIRST SELECTION 3 

Offer the sacrifices of righteousness, and put your 
trust in the Lord. 

There be many that say. Who will show us any 
good ? Lord, lift thou up the light of thy counte- 
nance upon us. 

I will both lay me down in peace, and sleep : for 
thou, Lord, only makest me dwell in safety. 

Psalm V. 

/"^IVE ear to my words, O Lord; consider my 
^^ meditation. 

Hearken unto the voice of my cry, my King, and 
my God : for unto thee will I pray. 

My voice shalt thou hear in the morning, O Lord ; 
in the morning will I direct my prayer unto thee, 
and will look up. 

For thou art not a God that hath pleasure in 
wickedness : neither shall evil dwell with thee. 

But as for me, I will come into thy house in the 
multitude of thy mercy : and in thy fear will I wor- 
ship toward thy holy temple. 

Lead me, O Lord, in thy righteousness ; make thy 
way straight before my face. 

Let all those that put their trust in thee rejoice : 
let them ever shout for joy, because thou defendest 
them : let them also that love thy name be joyful 
in thee. 

For thou. Lord, wilt bless the righteous ; with 
favor wilt thou compass him as with a shield.

That I may shew forth all thy praise : in the gates 
of the daughter of Zion, I will rejoice in thy salva- 
tion. 

For the needy shall not always be forgotten : the 
expectation of the poor shall not perish for ever. 

Psalm X. 
TX7HY standest thou afar off, O Lord .^ why 
hidest thou thyself in times of trouble.? 

The wicked in his pride doth persecute the poor : 
let them be taken in the devices that they have 
imagined. 

For the wicked boasteth of his heart's desire, and 
blesscth the covetous, whom the Lord abhorreth. 

The wicked, through the pride of his countenance, 
will not seek after God : God is not in all his 
thoughts. 

He hath said in his heart, God hath forgotten : he 
hideth his face ; he will never see it. 

Arise, O Lord ; O God, lift up thine hand : forget 
not the humble. 

Wherefore doth the wicked contemn God ? he 
hath said in his heart. Thou wilt not require it. 

The poor committeth himself unto thee ; thou art 
the helper of the fatherless. 
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SECOND SELECTION ^ 

Lord, thou hast heard the desire of the humble : 
thou wilt prepare their heart, thou wilt cause thine 
ear to hear: 

To judge the fatherless and the oppressed, that 
the man of the earth may no more oppress. 

Psalm XL 

TN the Lord put I my trust: how say ye to my 
soul, Flee as a bird to your mountain ? 

If the foundations be destroyed, what can the 
righteous do? 

The Lord is in his holy temple, the Lord's throne 
is in heaven : his eyes behold the children of men. 

For the righteous Lord loveth righteousness ; his 
countenance doth behold the upright.

' Psalm XIL

It is God that girdeth me with strength, and mak- 
eth my way perfect. 

Thou hast also given me the shield of thy salva- 
tion : and thy right hand hath holden me up, and 
thy gentleness hath made me great.

Therefore will I give thanks unto thee, O Lord, 
and sing praises unto thy name.

FOURTH SELECTION 1 3 

Their line is gone out through all the earth, and 
their words to the end of the world. In them hath 
he set a tabernacle for the sun, 

Which is as a bridegroom coming out of his cham- 
ber, and rejoiceth as a strong man to run a race. 

His going forth is from the end of the heaven, 
and his circuit unto the ends of it: and there is 
nothing hid from the heat thereof. 

The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the 
soul : the testimony of the Lord is sure, making 
wise the simple. 

The statutes of the Lord are right, rejoicing the 
heart: the commandment of the Lord is pure, en- 
lightening the eyes.

I will be glad and rejoice in thy mercy : for thou 
hast considered my trouble ; thou hast known my 
soul in adversities.

But I trusted in thee, O Lord : I said, Thou art 
my God. My times are in thy hand.

I acknowledged my sin unto thee, and mine in- 
iquity have I not hid. 

I said, I will confess my transgressions unto the 
Lord ; and thou forgavest the iniquity of my sin. 

For this shall every one that is godly pray unto 
thee in a time when thou mayest be found. 

Surely in the floods of great waters they shall not 
come nigh unto him. 

Thou art my hiding place ; thou shalt preserve me 
from trouble; thou shalt compass me about with 
songs of deliverance.

The angel of the Lord encampeth round about 
them that fear him, and delivereth them. 

Oh, taste and see that the Lord is good : blessed is 
the man that trusteth in him. 

Oh, fear the Lord, ye his saints : for there is no 
want to them that fear him. 

The young lions do lack, and suffer hunger: but 
they that seek the Lord shall not want any good 
thing. 

Come, ye children, hearken unto me : I will teach 
you the fear of the Lord. 

What man is he that desireth life, and loveth 
many days, that he may see good ? 

Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from 
speaking guile. 

Depart from evil, and do good; seek peace, and 
pursue it. 

The eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous, and 
his ears are open unto their cry. 

The face of the Lord is against them that do evil, 
to cut off the remembrance of them from the earth. 

The righteous cry, and the Lord heareth, and de- 
livereth them out of all their troubles. 
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The Lord is nigh unto them that are of a broken 
heart ; and saveth such as be of a contrite spirit. 

Many are the afflictions of the righteous : but the 
Lord delivereth him out of them all. 

The Lord redeemeth the soul of his servants : and 
none of them that trust in him shall be desolate. 

Psalm XXXVI. 

T^HY mercy, O Lord, is in the heavens ; and thy 
faithfulness reacheth unto the clouds. 

Thy righteousness is like the great mountains ; 
thy judgments are a great deep: O Lord, thou 
preservest man and beast. 

How excellent is thy loving kindness, O God! 
therefore the children of men put their trust under 
the shadow of thy wings. 

They shall be abundantly satisfied ; and thou shalt 
make them drink of the river of thy pleasures. 

For with thee is the fountain of life : in thy light 
shall we see light. 

Oh, continue thy loving-kindness unto them that 
know thee ; and thy righteousness to the upright in 
heart. 

II. 

Psalm XXXVII. 

T^RET not thyself because of evil doers, neither 
be thou envious against the workers of iniquity. 
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Trust in the Lord, and do good ; so shalt thou 
dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be fed. 

Delight thyself also in the Lord ; and he shall 
give thee the desires of thine heart. 

Commit thy way unto the Lord ; trust also in 
him ; and he shall bring it to pass. 

And he shall bring forth thy righteousness as the 
light, and thy judgment as the noonday. 

Rest in the Lord, and wait patiently for him : fret 
not thyself because of him who prospereth in his 
way, because of the man who bringeth wicked de- 
vices to pass. 

Cease from anger, and forsake wrath : fret not 
thyself in any wise to do evil. 

For yet a little while, and the wicked shall not be : 
yea, thou shalt diligently consider his place, and it 
shall not be. 

But the meek shall inherit the earth ; and shall 
delight themselves in the abundance of peace. 

A little that a righteous man hath is better than 
the riches of many wicked. 

The Lord knoweth the days of the upright : and 
their inheritance shall be for ever. 

They shall not be ashamed in the evil time : and 
in the days of famine they shall be satisfied. 

The wicked borroweth, and payeth not again : but 
the righteous sheweth mercy, and giveth. 

The steps of a good man are ordered by the Lord : 
and he delighteth in his way. 
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Though he fall, he shall not be utterly cast down : 
for the Lord upholdeth him with his hand. 

I have been young, and now am old; yet have 
I not seen the righteous forsaken, nor his seed 
begging bread. 

Depart from evil, and do good ; and dwell for 
evermore. 

For the Lord loveth judgment, and forsaketh not 
his saints ; they are preserved for ever. 

The righteous shall inherit the land, and dwell 
therein for ever. 

The mouth of the righteous speaketh wisdom, and 
his tongue talketh of judgment. 

The law of his God is in his heart ; none of his 
steps shall slide. 

I have seen the wicked in great power, and spread- 
ing himself like a green bay tree. 

Yet he passed away, and, lo, he was not : yea, I 
sought him, but he could not be found. 

Mark the perfect man, and behold the upright : 
for the end of that man is peace. 

The salvation of the righteous is of the Lord : he 
is their strength in the time of trouble. 

And the Lord shall help them, and deliver them : 
he shall save them, because they trust in him.

Psalm XXXVIII. 

TVyf INE iniquities are gone over mine head : as 
a heavy burden they are too heavy for me. 

I am troubled; I am bowed down greatly; I go 
mourning all the day long. 

Lord, all my desire is before thee ; and my groan- 
ing is not hid from thee. 

My heart panteth, my strength faileth me : as for 
the light of mine eyes, it also is gone from me. 

In thee, O Lord, do I hope: thou wilt hear, O 
Lord my God. 

I am ready to halt, and my sorrow is continually 
before me. 

For I will declare mine iniquity ; I will be sorry 
for my sin. 

They also that render evil for good are mine ad- 
versaries ; because I follow the thing that good is. 

Forsake me not, O Lord : O my God, be not far 
from me. 

Make haste to help me, O Lord my salvation. 

Psalm XXXIX. 

T SAID, I will take heed to my ways, that I sin 
not with my tongue: I will keep my mouth with 
a bridle, while the wicked is before me. 
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I was dumb with silence, I held my peace, even 
from good ; and ray sorrow was stirred. 

My heart was hot within me; while I was musing 
the fire burned : then spake I with my tongue. 

Lord, make me to know mine end, and the meas- 
ure of my days, what it is ; that I may know how 
frail I am. 

Behold, thou hast made my days as a hand- 
breadth ; and mine age is as nothing before thee : 
verily every man at his best state is altogether 
vanity. 

Surely every man walketh in a vain shew : surely 
they are disquieted in vain : he heapeth up riches, 
and knoweth not who shall gather them. 

And now, Lord, what wait I for ? my hope is in 
thee. 

Deliver me from all my transgressions : make me 
not the reproach of the foolish. 

I was dumb, I opened not my mouth ; because 
thou didst it. 

When thou with rebukes dost correct man for 
iniquity, thou makest his beauty to consume away 
like a moth : surely every man is vanity. 

Hear my prayer, O Lord, and give ear unto my 
cry ; hold not thy peace at my tears : for I am a 
stranger with thee, and a sojourner, as all my fathers 
were. 

Oh, spare me, that I may recover strength, before I 
go hence, and be no more. 
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II. 

Psalm XL. 

T WAITED patiently for the Lord; and he in- 
dined unto me, and heard my cry. 

He brought me up also out of the miry clay, and 
set my feet upon a rock, and established my goings. 

And he hath put a new song in my mouth, even 
praise unto our God : many shall see it, and fear, 
and shall trust in the Lord. 

Blessed is that man that maketh the Lord his 
trust, and respecteth not the proud, nor such as turn 
aside to lies.

I have not concealed thy loving-kindness and thy 
truth from the great congregation. 

Withhold not thou thy tender mercies from me, 
O Lord : let thy loving-kindness and thy truth con- 
tinually preserve me. 

For innumerable evils have compassed me about : 
mine iniquities have taken hold upon me, so that I 
am not able to look up ; therefore my heart faileth 
me. 

Let all those that seek thee rejoice and be glad in 
thee : let such as love thy salvation say continually, 
The Lord be magnified. 

But I am poor and needy ; yet the Lord thinketh 
upon me : thou art my help and my deliverer ; make 
no tarrying, O my God.

Fearfulness and trembling are come upon me, and 
horror hath overwhelmed me. 

And I said. Oh that I had wings like a dove ! for 
then would I fly away, and be at rest. 

Lo, then would I wander far off, and remain in the 
wilderness. 

1 would hasten my escape from the windy storm 
and tempest. 
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As for me, I will call upon God; and the Lord 
shall save me. 

Evening, and morning, and at noon, will I pray, 
and cry aloud : and he shall hear my voice. 

He hath delivered my soul in peace from the 
battle that was against me: for there were many 
with me. 

God shall hear, even he that abideth of old. Be- 
cause they have no changes, therefore they fear not 
God. 

Cast thy burden upon the Lord, and he shall sus- 
tain thee : he shall never suffer the righteous to be 
moved.

Know ye that the Lord he is God : it is he that 
hath made us, and not we ourselves; we are his 
people, and the sheep of his pasture. 

Enter into his gates with thanksgiving, and into 
his courts with praise. Be thankful unto him, and 
bless his name. 

For the Lord is good; his mercy is everlasting; 
and his truth endureth to all generations. 

Psalm CI. 

T WILL sing of mercy and judgment: unto thee, 
O Lord, will I sing. 

I will behave myself wisely in a perfect way. Oh, 
when wilt thou come unto me ? I will walk within 
my house with a perfect heart. 

I will set no wicked thing before mine eyes : I 
hate the work of them that turn aside ; it shall not 
cleave to me.

He that worketh deceit shall not dwell within my 
house. He that telleth lies shall not tarry in my 
sight. 

Psalm CII. 

TJ EAR my prayer, O Lord, and let my cry come 
unto thee. 

Hide not thy face from me in the day when I am 
in trouble ; incline thine ear unto me : in the day 
when I call answer me speedily. 

My days are like a shadow that declineth ; and I 
am withered like grass. 

But thou, O Lord, shalt endure for ever ; and thy 
remembrance unto all generations. 

When the Lord shall build up Zion, he shall ap- 
pear in his glory. 

He will regard the prayer of the destitute, and not 
despise their prayer. 

This shall be written for the generation to come : 
and the people which shall be created shall praise 
the Lord. 

For he hath looked down from the height of his 
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sanctuary; from heaven did the Lord behold the 
earth ; 

To hear the groaning of the prisoner; to loose 
those that are appointed to death ; 

He weakened my strength in the way ; he short- 
ened my days. 

I said, O my God, take me not away in the midst 
of my days : thy years are throughout all genera- 
tions. 

Of old hast thou laid the foundation of the earth : 
and the heavens are the work of thy hands. 

They shall perish, but thou shalt endure : yea, all 
of them shall wax old like a garment ; as a vesture 
shalt thou change them, and they shall be changed.

The Lord executeth righteousness and judgment 
for all that are oppressed.

DLESS the Lord, O my soul. O Lord my God, 
thou art very great ; thou art clothed with 
honor and majesty: 

Who coverest thyself with light as with a gar- 
ment : who stretchest out the heavens like a cur- 
tain : 

Who layeth the beams of his chambers in the 
waters : who maketh the clouds his chariot : who 
walketh upon the wings of the wind: 

Who maketh his angels spirits; his ministers a 
flaming fire : 

Who laid the foundations of the earth, that it 
should not be removed for ever. 

Thou coverest it with the deep as with a garment : 
the waters stood above the mountains. 

He sendeth the springs into the valleys, which 
run among the hills. 
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They give drink to every beast of the field : the 
wild asses quench their thirst. 

By them shall the fowls of the heaven have their 
habitation, which sing among the branches. 

He causeth the grass to grow for the cattle, and 
herb for the service of man : that he may bring forth 
food out of the earth ; 

He appointed the moon for seasons : the sun 
knoweth his going down. 

Thou makest darkness, and it is night : wherein all 
the beasts of the forest do creep forth. 

The young lions roar after their prey, and seek 
their meat from God. 

The sun ariseth, they gather themselves together, 
and lay them down in their dens. 

Man goeth forth unto his work and to his labor 
until the evening. 

O Lord, how manifold are thy works ! in wisdom 
hast thou made them all : the earth is full of thy 
riches. 

So is this great and wide sea, wherein are things 
creeping innumerable, both small and great beasts. 

These wait all upon thee ; that thou mayest give 
them their meat in due season. 

That thou givest them they gather : thou openest 
thine hand, they are filled with good. 

Thou hidest thy face, they are troubled : thou 
takest away their breath, they die, and return to 
their dust. 
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Thou sendest forth thy spirit, they are created: 
and thou renewest the face of the earth. 

The glory of the Lord shall endure for ever : the 
Lord shall rejoice in his works. 

He looketh on the earth, and it trembleth: he 
toucheth the hills, and they smoke.
